TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 



It is fitting that the Golden Gate Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation at the close of its twenty-third year should extend 
glad and grateful greetings to its many friends and co- 
workers who have labored so long and so untiringly and 
have brought the work to so successful an issue. The 
secret of success is concentration, persistency and faith- 
fulness. To save the child, to rescue the helpless, is 
the one purpose of the Association. That its work is 
blessed, the following report will show. 

A great step in advance was taken in the fall of 1901, 
when the Association, in accordance with approved 
methods of educators, adopted the single session in its 
classes. The result is most satisfactory — better order 
prevails in the kindergartens and better work is done by 
children and kindergartners. Changes have been made 
in the location of the kindergartens from various causes, 
but mainly from increase in rent and the removal of 
families from the neighborhoods. In February, 1901, 
higher rent being demanded at Stanford Kindergarten, 
No. 5, 3337 Mission street, sunny, spacious and better 
rooms were secured in an adjoining block, and the work 
of the kindergarten was not materially interrupted by 
the transfer. In March, 1901, the Memorial Kinder- 
gartens — Wilmerding and Grace and Osgood Bradley — 
were moved from 2880 Sixteenth street to 934 Harrison 
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street — the former home of the Sunshine Kindergarten 
— organized and supported by Mr. Barclay Smith. That 
the children of 2880 Sixteenth street might not return 
to the streets, Stanford No. 4 was transferred from 
Eighth and Brannan streets to the rooms vacated. Later 
in the year, the building at Eighth and Brannan streets 
was sold, and the Association was notified to find new 
quarters for Stanford No. 3. In consequence, Stanford 
No. 3 was transferred to 457 Ninth street, within three 
blocks of its former home. In the winter of 1902, the 
Produce Exchange Kindergarten, owing to an increase 
in rent, was transferred to 221 Ninth street. Later, in 
September, the Produce Exchange having united with 
the Merchants' Exchange, this kindergarten adopted 
the name of Merchants' Exchange Kindergarten, and 
was the grateful recipient of a year's support from the 
members of that body. It is now located on the cor- 
ner of Seventeenth and Noe streets. In September, 
1901, the Attorneys, the Real Estate and the Merchant 
Kindergartens, formerly supported by money collected 
by T. F. Shattuck, were closed for lack of funds, and the 
children were transferred to other kindergartens. These 
changes have increased the expenses of the Association, 
but, owing to the nature of the work, they are an ever- 
present possibility. Few kindergartens can hope to 
occupy permanent quarters. The children of the poor 
are not found in those portions of the city where high 
rents prevail, and when rents are increased it means an 
era of prosperity for that neighborhood, and the free 
kindergarten looks for its children elsewhere. 

Through the generosity and large-heartedness of Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst, Honorary Vice-President of the Asso- 
ciation, a beautiful and commodious building has been 
erected during the past year, and to this building the 
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classes of the Hearst Kindergarten were transferred at 
the opening of the August term. In no other city of 
the United States is to be found a building equal to 
this in size, beauty and completeness devoted exclu- 
sively to kindergarten work, and it is with feelings of 
deepest gratitude and appreciation that the Directors 
and Managers of the Golden Gate Kindergarten As- 
sociation acknowledge this gracious provision for the 
needs of the little ones. 

By invitation of Mrs. Hearst the Golden Gate Normal 
School removed in August from 221 Ninth street to the 
Hearst Kindergarten building, 560 Union street. 

Some one has said; ''To care for the poor of this 
generation without increasing poverty is a problem 
laden with perplexities." Mrs. Hearst has helped to 
solve this problem. The work of her kindergarten is 
not bounded by the class-rooms. It is a ministry of 
untold good — a force which gathers strength as it moves 
onward subduing and conquering the ever-present evils 
of ignorance and want. 

In 1901, a legacy of one hundred dollars was received 
from the executors of the Lewis Meyer estate. It was a 
most timely and welcome gift, deeply appreciated by 
the Association. 

Among the many munificent legacies of the late 
lamented Louis Sloss was one of $2500 to the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association, of which Mr. Sloss was 
ever a most valued friend and liberal supporter. The 
community mourned an honored citizen and humanity 
suffered an irreparable loss when he was called to the 
life immortal. 

At the annual meeting of the Merchants' Exchange 
the sum of $798 was collected for the support of the 
Merchant's Exchange Kindergarten, successor to the 
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Produce Exchange Kindergarten. The Association 
recognizes the endorsement of its work implied by this 
donation, and returns heartfelt thanks for this mark 
of confidence. 

The total number of children enrolled in the kinder- 
gartens of the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 
during the year ending October, 1902, was 1678. 

Diphtheria, scarlet fever and measles, in successive 
epidemics, prevailed in the early spring, but with warm 
and dry weather the general health improved. 

The many outings of the various kindergartens were 
keenly enjoyed, and to the managers of the street rail- 
roads and to the Park Commissioners most sincere 
thanks are due for their unfailing kindness, courtesy 
and generosity in providing safe transit across the city 
and unlimited enjoyment in the park. To the Matron 
of the children's playground the little ones are deeply 
indebted for watchfulness and motherly care exercised 
over them on these occasions. Such days of happiness, 
such glimpses of heaven, they never can forget. To the 
editors and reporters of the city press the Association 
extends hearty thanks. Through their kindness it 
sphere of usefulness is widely extended. 

And now we enter upon the twenty-fourth year of 
work, encouraged by the past and hopeful of the future, 
but realizing how inadequate are the results of our 
labor to the needs of this city. Public kindergartens 
alone can provide for the ever-increasing number of 
young children who play in our streets, sleep in our 
tenements, and learn the unwritten lessons taught by 
daily contact with the lowest class of our people. The 
rights of these children are ignored by the State, but 
who shall deny that the child of four years or younger 
has an equal right to protection and care with the child

of six? To form good habits is the object of primary 
instruction, and habit is character, and character is 
strength, or the reverse. Are the children of four years 
too young to be taught, and if too young, who will 
assume the responsibility of evil habits formed on the 
curbstones? May the friends of childhood, realizing its 
needs, continue in well-doing until no little one can bo 
found in our city to whom kindergarten care and in- 
struction is denied. 

The Golden Gate Kindergarten Association returns 
most grateful thanks for all the encouragement and 
help so generously given. Like the sower of old it goes 
forth to sow, and appeals to you for an abundant 
harvest.

HEARST FREE KINDERGARTEN. 



The Hearst Free Kindergarten building recently 
erected at 560 Union street for the Golden Gate Kinder- 
garten Association by Mrs. Phoebe Hearst has been 
occupied since August, 1902. This is the finest kinder- 
garten home in the world, a palatial school for the little 
children living in the Telegraph Hill and North Beach 
localities, and to the wee boys and girls in attendance 
there the kindergarten days are among the brightest 
that life can give. 

Built in the early Mexican-Spanish style from plans 
by architect Frank S. Van Trees, it stands strikingly 
distinct from its surroundings, and its picturesque 
beauty compels attention. It is a three-story structure, 
which, aside from the cost of the ground on which it 
stands, represents an outlay of about $40,000. Brick 
and plaster are the materials of construction. The first 
story is faced with clinker brick, and this, in addition 
to giving a highly artistic eflfect, serves by its rough- 
ness and hardness to prevent defacement. The second 
and third stories are faced with red brick and yellowish 
tinted plaster, and the whole is surmounted by a deep 
show of red tiling. 

Mrs. Hearst made a careful and extended study of 
kindergarten needs before the work of construction was 
begun, and her ideas have found faithful expression in 
the work of architect and builders. The structure on 
Union street is a model for the cities of the world to 
follow. The practical school arrangements and the 
fittings and furnishings are all on as advanced lines as 
the building itself, and everything is adapted to the 
needs of children under six years of age. 
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The broad and easy stairs are made to fit such steps 
as the smallest toddlers can easily take, and the wash- 
basins, the lavatory fittings and all the furniture are on 
a scale that suggests a playhouse palace or a mansion of 
the Lilliputians. 

The building has accommodations for 185 children 
in the kindergarten classrooms on the first and second 
floors. The upper or third floor is devoted to the needs 
of the Golden Gate Normal School, organized and sup- 
ported by the Association. 

The front room of the first floor is set apart for the 
babies under four years of age. This room is twenty- 
nine by thirty-six feet in dimensions. It is perfectly- 
lighted, heated and ventilated, as are all the other 
rooms of the building, and its furnishings and orna- 
mentations are well devised to delight the hearts of the 
wee tots. The chairs used are of an improved design 
from the Pratt Institute of Brooklyn, N. Y., and the 
tables are the finest made for kindergarten use. Flowers 
and plants reach up into all the windows; a cuckoo 
clock musically tells the passing hours; pictures adorn 
the walls, and cabinets hold the varied materials and 
gifts pertaining to the work. On the lower floor is also 
a bath-room for the children. This bath-room, in com- 
mon with the lavatories of the building, is fitted with 
marble wainscoting and tile flooring. A clay-modeling 
room and a hat-room used as a rainy-day playroom are 
additional features of the first floor, the latter containing 
as a part of its equipment a large sand-box filled with the 
noted white beach sand of Monterey. Apartments for 
the janitor and his family are on this floor, and at the 
rear is the elaborate heating and ventilating plant. 
The entire building is heated by steam. Warm air is 
thrown through the rooms by means of electric fans. 
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Class Room, Showing Movable Partitions, Hearst Kindergarten. 
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and the atmosphere can be entirely changed every two 
minutes without opening doors or windows and without 
causing draughts. 

Four class-rooms are on the second floor, each of 
them as attractive and as well adapted to the needs 
of the work as the one already described. Mova- 
ble partitions folding at the top permit the opening 
of these four rooms into one. A play-room on this 
floor contains an aquarium. In the third story the 
Normal School and the Directors' room occupy the 
front of the building. This room is forty-nine feet 
long and twenty-nine feet wide. A lunch-room with a 
small pantry adjoining, and a closet for reserve ma- 
terials and gifts, are also on this floor. The spacious 
area on the roof is yet to be transformed into a roof 
garden. The building throughout is provided with 
electric and gas lighting systems. The interior finish 
is of Oregon pine treated to several coats of shellac. 
An enclosed yard at the back of the building is fitted 
up with swings, springboards and sand-boxes. There 
is nothing lacking to make the whole institution at- 
tractive to the children and ideal from the educational 
point of view. 

The neighborhood in which the kindergarten build- 
ing is located is one that shows little of architectural 
beauty, being occupied chiefly by crowded tenements, 
which by contrast serve to heighten the beauty of the 
Hearst building. In this beautiful home the children 
of the Latin Quarter learn the lessons of obedience and 
self-control which later will help them to fight success- 
fully the battle of life.

This department originated in the request of the 
Directors to have the Training School in which the 
assistants studied^ an organic part of the Association. 

Its aim is to provide a thorough course of kinder- 
garten training free to young women, and at the same 
time to secure at the minimum of expense a corps of 
earnest assistants for the kindergartens under the Asso- 
ciation. 

COURSE OF TRAINING. 

The two years' course includes the study of FroebePs 
theory, the songs, games, gifts, occupations and stories 
of the kindergarten; history of education; psychology 
of childhood; lessons by special teachers in physical 
culture, singing, drawing and elementary science; 
preparation of the books of kindergarten occupations 
and daily practice and observation in the Kindergarten. 
Special lectures on hygiene, moral culture and general 
training of children, by professors of University of 
California and Stanford University and others, are 
given throughout the course.

A well-selected library of over 350 volumes belongs to 
the Normal School, and students are required to use it 
for collateral reading. 

Kequirements for Admission. — Applicants for ad- 
mission should be at least 18 years of age, should have 
good firm health, a high school education or general 
scholarship equal to it, musical ability, a deep and 
sincere love for children, and refinement of character. 

Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting 
testimonials of successful experience, or those over 20 
years of age having had some special pedagogical train- 
ing for the work, may enter to complete the course in 
one year. Their continuance, however, depends upon 
the maintenance of a satisfactory standing. 

All applicants must present credential letters testify- 
ing to their intellectual .and moral fitness for the work. 

General Information. — No entrance examination is 
required, but all students are admitted on probation. 
A personal interview with the applicant is desired, but 
if this is not possible, application for admission should 
be made by letter to the principal. 

It is expected that all students will be 'present at the 
beginning of the term. If a student cannot arrange 
to enter until after the class has gone over a portion of 
the year's work, she must begin at the point where she 
finds it, and to complete the course with the class she 
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must, before the end of the year, make up all work she 
has lost. 

A lack of musical ability does not debar the applicant 
from taking the course, but since music is a part of the 
daily exercises with the children, a graduate who does 
not possess a true, sweet voice for singing, or who can- 
not read simple music readily and execute it with ex- 
pression, must join forces in teaching with some person 
who is musical. 

All students are required to assist regularly during 
their entire term of study in kindergartens under the 
Association, and to attend class sessions three after- 
noons of each school week. 

Students are required to attend the lectures given 
before the Golden Gate Froebel Association, and to at- 
tend special lectures delivered on afternoons other than 
those of their regular class sessions. 

During the school year, students are assigned to four 
kindergartens, the change being made at the autumn, 
winter and spring vacations. 

Students will be expected to furnish their own kind- 
ergarten materials and books. The entire expense does 
not exceed $12, as everything is furnished at the lowest 
possible prices, which are reduced from the ordinary 
retail rates by special arrangement in behalf of the 
Normal School. 

Letters are frequently received making inquiries in 
reference to the possibility of securing places where 
personal service would pay for personal expenses. This 
is impracticable, unless the young woman has very 
robust health, and is capable of dispatching work both 
rapidly and satisfactorily, as the practice work in the 
kindergarten and the attendance upon class sessions 
leave little time for such service. 
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Boarding places can be obtained by those from a dis- 
tance for a reasonable price. The lowest for respectable 
surroundings and wholesome fare is four to five dollars 
per week.

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STATE KINDBRQARTBN CERTIFICATES. 

During its session of 1900-01, the State Legislature, under its enact- 
ments on oertifioation of teaohers, provided a kindergarten primary 
oertifioate (1) to holders of diplomas of graduation from the Kindergarten 
Department of the California State Normal Schools, and (2) to the holders 
of diplomas of graduation from kindergarten institutions approved by 
the State Board of Education. 

The Golden Gate Kindergarten Association petitioned for the certificate 
for the graduates of its Normal School. At its next meeting the State 
Board of Education accredited the school. At a subsequent meeting the 
State Board instructed Oounty Boards of Examination to require all appli- 
cants from accredited schools to present, with their diploma, a testimonial 
from the faculty of the school granting the diploma. 

The County Board of Examiners of San Francisco held that the State 
Board had exceeded its right in thus restricting the accredit, and it issned 
several kindergarten certificates without requiring the credential letter. 
The State Board then rescinded its action on the accredit of kindergarten 
training schools and resolved that no schools be accredited until the 
Attorney-General could pass upon the legal aspects of such accredit. The 
question is now pending, and the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association's 
application, which has been placed on file, awaits an answer. 



HARRIET COOPER NORMAL TRAINING SCHOOL FUND. 

Legacy Received December 7, 1898. 

By the terms of the will of the late Harriet Cooper, who, during her 
lifetime, was Deputy Superintendent of the Association, a legacy of $2,500 
was bequeathed to the Free Normal Training School of the Association, 
and Anna M. Stovall, the, principal, was named as trustee. 

From the organization of the Normal School until her demise. Miss 
Cooper took a special interest in the school, and it was her ardent desire 
that it should furnish a complete and thorough course of training to its 
students. 

The bequest is known as the Harriet Cooper Normal Training School 
Fund, and is devoted to special courses and lectures. 
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KINDERGARTEN TRAINING. 

A yonng woman will find so mnoh onlture of thought to be derived 
from the disoassion of FroebePs insights and theories, and so mnch 
peculiarly fitting experienoe from her daily class in the kindergarten — ex- 
perience that will prove invaluable to her as a wife and mother — that 
she will serve her apprenticeship in the kindergarten gladly, though it be 
no part of her intention to follow teaching as a vocation.

Tears ago that noble woman, Elizabeth P. Peabody, gave some valuable 
suggestions to young ladies of society, the substance of which should be 
kept before the people continually. She went on to show that, with the 
exception of mothers, no other class of persons can be more fit or worthy 
to reign in the kindergarten than the well-educated and accomplished 
young woman of modern society— the very class which, at present, do not 
seem to know what to do with themselves. She goes on to prove that 
once let the kindergarten system become general and proper employment 
would be found to the great benefit of every future generation. The 
claim on women to train properly the new generation ought to be general. 
The kindergarten must form the basis of cultivating the art of infant 
training and of knowledge of the principles of education among women. 
And because education — ^physical, intellectual and moral — cannot be 
made an object of study in books, the kindergarten has provided the plan 
of connecting with Normal institutions this highest, or finishing, educa- 
tion for young women. This can only be done thoroughly by the union 
of kindergartens for practical demonstrations of the system with Normal 
training bearing upon the education of children. In view of these facts, 
could the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association be a greater evangel of 
blessing than to be the provider of a free kindergarten training for such 
as are ready to receive it? And when we say "for such as are ready to 
receive it, " we mean that there must be foundation qualities upon which 
to build; there must be essential character to start with, or the training 
will amount to little or nothing. — Sarah B. Cooper, founder of Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association.
